Tommies Who Escaped From Prison 
Camp Tell Pitiable Story 
of Their Treatment 


_ ‘three British soldiers who have 
just succeeded in escaping from a 
Germun prison camp a few miles 
back of the fighting lines, tell a pit- 
iable story of their treatment by ths 
enemy. ‘Chey declared there was a 
«reat deal of sickness in the camp 
due to fatigue and starvation. 

“If we showed the slightest dispo- 
sition to go sick,” said one of the 
men to the correspondent of the Ags- 
sociated Press today, “we were eith- 
er thrashed with whips or struck 
with the butt end of a rifle.” 

Although this soldier had been in 


enemy hands only three months be 
'had dropped in weight from 182 
pounds to 108. He ‘was a_ living 
skeleton. lis fect had been frozen 
and were gangrenous for lack of 
treatment. The men had neither 
overcoats nor blankets during — the 


coldest weather of the winter. When 
captured during a raid they wore 
leather jackets. ‘These the Germans 
took-away from them immediately. 
They also stripped the rubber lining 
from their shrapnel helmets and took 
away their regimental badges for the 
brass that was in them. 

One! them during the perilous 
trip across No Man’s Land at the end 
of the escape was badly ‘wounded. 
For food the prisoners received daily 
a quarter loaf of bread, one plate oi 
thin soup and about every second 
day a cup of weak coffee substitute. 
On a few occasions they hada bit of 
meat about the size of a lump of 
sugar. Recently the men were com- 
pelled to work so near the front that 
they came under shellfire from the 
Fritish guns, This was an excep- 
Hional instance, however, they said. 
The French prisoners, on the other 
hand, are constantly employed just 
back of the firing line and = suffer 
inany casualties. In the camp, how- 
ever, the French prisoners were bet- 
ter treated than the English. It was 
strange to hear this story in view of 
the sleck appearance of the German 
prisoners in English hands, all well 
fed, well nourished, paid for their 
bits of labor and permitted to buy 
comforts at the canteens tinder thie 
same conditions as the Tommics.

It was 
pointed out that the drafting of 
twenty millions of men into European 


_~battleficlds and the destructive pro- 


cess of war'itself must inevitably be 
diminished production 
food. Today 
Roumania, ~ Poland, Belgium are 
‘conspicuous and tragic examples of 
what these things mean. “The Ger- 
‘rian. food ration‘is now half the nor- 
mal requirement and under ‘the 
steady-pressure of British sea power 
the Hun is daily tightening his 
helt. Bui though the great stress is 
on the Central Powers, other nations 
wre feeling the strain, -The smaller 
neutral countries are confronted with 
food shortage and high prices. Swit- 
zerland and Holland, in arms for de- 
fence, feed from their own scanty 
supply thousands of refugees who, 
honreless and destitute, have fled 
Mhither for sanctuary, England, meu- 
aced by an-ever-increasing submar- 
ine warfare, is organizing her agri- 
culture-on a new basis, enlisting for 
her farms the services of women and. 
disabled soldiers, and putting her 
beautiful and historic parks under 
the plough. France sows her grain 
and reaps her harvest, even wiihin 
the sound of the guns, by the heroic 
and unceasing labor of her old men 
women and children, 

Such is the picture of Europe at 
this hour. lacing the fateful days 


“which lie before us in this third and 


«their 


sternesT ycar of war we realize with 
increasing clearness how vital a 
factor in the final decision the food 
supply must be. The government 
of this country fully appreciates what 
the farmers have done during the 
past two years. In urging them to 
maintain their cfforts, though con- 
fronted with more difficult condi- 
tions, Ido it, not because of the high 
prices which will doubtless hold “for 
nearly all food products, but because 
of the important and special service 
which Canadian agriculture can ren- 
def the Empire at this juncture, “All 
who assist. in this work render a 
great service to the state. I do not 
say the greatest, for that is done by 
sthose, who, facing death, daily serve 
country at the battle front. 
‘Vhousands of us cannot. serve, but 
we, who. are mercifully free from 
the iron heel of the invader—ive, 
who know nothing of the terrors by 
sea and the privations on-land which 
others suffer, may well redouble our 
efforts to supply what they “may 
‘sorely need. 

I especially appeal in this critical 
year to those in our cities and towns 
Who hitherto have not felt the neces- 
sity. for directing their energies to 
food. production, Individual efforts, 
-‘in-the aggregate mean much. By 
epplying their labor to uncultivated 
Jand near their homes, or by assist- 
ing the farmers, eyérybody havins 
health can accomplish something. 
‘There is need, not only for an in- 
creased supply but for a wise econ- 
ony of food, If all labor is not ef- 
ficient there can at least be patience 
and 4orebearance where partial ef- 
ficiency is accomplished by willing- 
ness; There is no place in the state 
now for either half-hearted service or 
ill-founded criticism, In the com. 
ymon task which faces the country 
co-operation should be the watch- 
word. The Dominion and provincial 
Sidepartinents of agriculture are al- 

eady giving, and will continue to 
give, special attention to the many 
problems involved. The National 
Service Board and the municipalities 
are also devoting their energies to 
these questions, and I_am confident 
that the various organizations, both 
of men and women, throughout the

| Potato Shotrage in Germany 


Apprehension Grows at Inroads Up- 
on Cereal Stocks 


; The potato shortage in Germany 
is making itself fel in spite of assur- 
ances at the time the bread ration 
was reduced last month that enough 
potatoes were on hand to permit a 
weekly per capita issue of five pounds 
until the next harvest, ‘The bureau of 
food control, by strenuous efforts, 
has been unable to supply a five- 
pound ration in the Berlin and West- 
| Phalia industrial districts where the 
labor crisis at the time of the reduc- 
tion of the bread ration was particu- 
Jarly acute. Bitter complaints, how- 
ever, are coming from various other 
sections. of the empire which feel that 
they are being slighted. In many sec- 
tions of Bavaria, according to reports 
to the Reichstag, the potato ration is 
only 24 ounces weekly. The Hamn- 
burg ration is now and has been for 
weeks three pounds and the — sister 
city of Altona has been placed for the 
next week on a_pound and a half al- 
lowance. 
| It if true that, in accordance with 
| the government’s promise, the bread 
lration is not reduced where the five- 
pound allowance of potatoes is not 
furnished, Every pound extra of flour 
applied for this purpose, however, up- 
sets the government’s scheme of dis- 
tribution, which was based on the fact 
that the stocl: of grain-in the empire 
‘is barely adequate, under reduced ra- 
tions, to carry the population through 
Until August 15, the earliest possible 
date when flour from the new harvest 
is expected to be available. 

The national military requisition 
and expropriation of grain which has 
just been furnished, has, according to 
Food Commissioner Michaclis, not 
uncovered enough unreported grain 
to materially affect “ previous  esti- 
mates< Also the prospective date for 
the harvest has been still further de- 
ferred by the continued cold weather 
experienced since the revised scheme 
of distribution was put out. In the 
east.and west, Prussia districts, two 
of the great grain districts of Ger- 
many, frosts were reported as late as 
last week. -- :

“This was an 
increase of 215,023,600 bushels over 
1914, The average yield) per acre) 
last year was 28:98 bushels as com- 
pared with 15.67 bushels for the 
previous year. 
Canada produces more wheat in 
proportion to her population than 
any country in the world and is fast 
going ahead of British India as the 
grea granary of the British /m- 
pire, Canada’s exportable wheat and 
flour from the 1915 harvest is esti- 
mated at a value of $200,000,000 and 
the Dominion now has approximately 
545 flour mills, with a daily capacity 
exceeding 111,865 bushels, , 

~But large as was the 1915 wheat 
crop it was not in number of bushels 
Canada's greatest grain crop, it be- 
ing exceeded by oats which gave a 
yield of 520,103,000 bushels with -a 
value of $70,894,0Q0. ‘Though the oat 
crop in number of bushels exceeded 
the wheat crop by a big margin, the 
cash value of the wheat crop was the 
greater, Canada’s: oat crop in 1915 
showed a gain over the 1914 cat crop 
of over 200,000,000. 

‘There were other grain crops 
which. also helped to swell the 1415 
yield and which are among the im- 
portant annual productions of the 
Dominion, For example, the barley 
crop of Canada is bigger than the

that craftsmen of Venice were the 
first to make mirrors of glass. . The 
date assigned is the beginning of the 
Fourteenth Century.

Our own Postal authorities here 
are busy extending the rural system, 
and on the routes already established 
there is quite an increasing business 
in postal packages—eggs, butter, 
fowls, turkeys, cut of meat etc, All 
go quite nicely by mail. ‘The cost 
is less than express and if our au- 
thorities would extend the limit of 
cheap rate from 20 miles to, say, 59, 
there would be a much bigger trade 
done, 

I may mention the success of some 
of my neighbors with the Parcel 
Post. One woman has been = ship- 
ping new laid eggs all winter by mail 
In January she shipped sixty dozen, 
mostly for invalids as one customer 
told others, and she cannot possibly 
supply the demand. In summer she 
sent milk-fed chickens for which she 
has standing orders, also turkeys. 
Another woman sent roasts of pork 
and cuts of bect, sausage, meat, etc. 
and several others shipped eggs. So 
far there has not been a complaint, 
which says a great deal for our Post- 
al Service. I dare say you all have 
some experience in the use of Parcel 
Post these times in sending things 
to your boys at the front, and have 
been surprised what you could send, 
so that you can realize what a simple 
method you have right at hand to 
help out your marketing. 

T may tell you that lately theSPost, 
Office in Winnipeg had a shipment of| 
two carloads of mail boxes for the, 
Rural Routes, something like 2,000 
boxes, so the possibilities of wider,

Swine Raising of Juniors 


Plan Adopted in Saskatchewan to 
Stimulate Interest 


Announcement has been made that 
the swine competition for juniors to 
be held at the winter fairs this year 
at Regina and Saskatoon is to be 
open to boys and girls of Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba, ranging ip age 
from those born January 1, 1902, to 
those born November 1, 1907. ‘This 
is the first time that anything like 
this has been held in the west.on a 
Jarge scale. The prizes amourting 
to $400 are to be divided eqnally be- 
tween Regina and Saskatoon, and are 
given by the Swine Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation of Saskatchewan. These fairs 
are being held under the auspices of 
the Saskatchewan Live Stock Board, 
the one in Regina being from No- 
vemnber 27 to November 30, and that 
at Saskatoon December 4 to Decem- 
ber 7 inclusive. The pigs will be judg- 
ed by the usual market standards, 
None will be eligible for entry which 
is more than eight months old. Each 
contestant will be limited to one en- 
try. The association pays transport 
charges from points in Saskatchewan 
and in case the exhibiter cannot ac- 
company his animal the association 
will look after its feeding, and if re- 
cuested sell it at the close of the 
fair to the best possible advantage.

There has been a 
tendency in the past to ship the culls 
of the herd to the west and the repu- 
tation of eastern dairy stock has suf- 
icred accordingly.

’ Thrift in Forest Fires 


Sportsmen Can Help in Preventing 
Waste’ from Fire Losses 


There are estimated to be 10,000 
forest fires in Canada every year of 
all sizes and descriptions. Nine 
tenths are set by human hands, and 
the damage, runs from four to ten 
millions of dollars, not counting dam- 
age to soil, to the value of watershed 
areas and many other factors. 

“Thrift in forest fires’ Is a new 
movement which the Canadian For- 
estry Association has started among- 
st the guides, and campers and 
sportsmen of Canada with a vlew to 
culling down the country’s timber 
losses in 1917. As is well known, 
the present-day causes of forest fires 
are not the railways as much as the 
scltlers, campers, hunters and fisher- 
men, Thoughtlessness in respect to 
camp fires, the throwing away of 
lighted. tobacco, matches, etc., has 
caused some of the worst conflagra- 
lions in history. During the months 


|of May and June, before the fire sea- 


son is well under way this year, 
thousands of outdoors men ‘are being 
asked by the co-operation of the 


newspaper publishers of Canada to 
make 1917 a year of thrift in the 
forest. Not only is Canada’s ex- 


haustible supply of timber seriously 


|reduced in a time when it should be 


protected and improved by every 
possible means, but hundreds of 
miles of once excellent fishing and 
hunting and camping grounds are 
turned into blackened ruins. 

No camp fire should be left this 
year wntil it is “dead out.” A few 
extra pails of water or spades of sand 
will make this point certain. No fire 
should be sect except amohg rocks or 
gravel, never in a bog or in Icaves of 
needles, ‘Throwing lighted tobacco 
or matches into the forest is conduct 
that is chargeable only to the ama- 
teur,

Gen. Creagh, V.C., Says Perform- 
ance at Vimy Ridge an Extra- 
ordinary Achievement 


The performance of the Canadian 
troops at Vimy Ridge was, in the 
opinion of Gen. Sir O’Moore Creagh, 
V.C., who succeeded Lord Kitchen- 
cr in India an extraordinary achieve- 
tent. In a signed article in the 
Weckly Dispatch this great’ leader 
says that to do justice to the victori- 
ous rush it is necessary to wunder- 
stand the strategic importance of 
Vimy Ridge, the one great barrler to 
the plain of Douai, and in the ulti- 
mate analysis the key to Lens, La 
Bassee and Lille. Fi 
“Dor two and a half years,” he says, 
“Lille, the greatest French railway 
centre after Paris, has been the ob- 
jective both of the French and the 
British armies, who have tried sev- 
cral means of reaching it; but of all 
the attempts the present offensive, 
judged in the light of the succcesses 
already achieved, promiscs to. be the 
wost successful,” 

After describing the 
attack, General Creagh goes on to 
say: “At Verdun Gencral Nivelle 
showed that he could capture a for- 
tnidably defended objective at half 
the cost of the loss he inflicted on 
the enemy, and at Vimy the Cana- 
dians proyed once again that the 
scientific development of artillery 
action, coupled with troops of sterl- 
ing morale, constitutes the main 
Kuaranice. of victory. 

“T hear the Germaus were taken by 
surprise, not as to the direction of 
our attack, which they must have 
anticipated for a year, for if I am not 
mistaken we had hopes of attacking 
there last year, but as to ils date.
